MOTOR-CAR FALLS OVER 
FRECIPIOK.. 


LIEUT. BSYKES SERIOUSLY 
INJURED. 


MIRACULOUS ESOAPE OF MR. AND 
‘ MRS. MoKAY 


A serious motor-car accident took place, 
yesterday afternoon, on the Taipo Road, 
ago result of which Lieut. Sykes, R.G.A., 
Was seriously injured, Mr. McKay, of the 


Tuikoo Dock Company, and his wife 
sustained Minor bruisca, and the Chineso 
chauffour broke an arm. 

dt appeara that the party bad gone on 
B motor trip te Taipo in the morning, and 
met with the accident when returning at 
about 4.30 p.m. The car at the time was 
travelling at the rate of about four miles 
an hour, and had just reached the 
thirteenth mile-stone over the bridge on 
the Taipo Roud. It had then to negotiate 
ai” angular portion of the road, on one 
side of which ia a hillock and on_ the 
other a precipice. No onasgoms actually to 
know what happened at this point. Some 
state ‘that the car was travelling near the 
edgo of the road, and a smal! land-slide 
occurred; while others assert that the 
steoring-gear gavo way. Whatever tho 
cause, the car went over tho side, dropping 
a distance of about 30 fect into tho bed 
of a small stream, studded with rocks. 
Mrs. McKay, who was flung out of the 
car as it was turning over, collided with 
@ tree, which broke fall, and conse. 
quently she suffercd only a few abrasions 
on her face. Mr. McKay wae also thrown 
out of the car, and fell some distanoo 
away from it. He received a bruise over 
his right temple. Liout. Sykes was the 
most unfortunate of the quartette, as he 
fell with the car and wan jammed under- 
neath it. He is stated to have smashed 
both his legs, in addition to sustaining 
pumerous other injuries. The chauffour, 
too, had his right fore-arm broken. The 
cay was irretrievably d d. 

After the accident, Mr. McKay, who 
was little the worse for his experience, 
carried Mrs. McKay to the sido of tho 
road, and then, with the aid of some 
coplies working near, raised Licut Sykes, 
wha: was unconscious. Fortunately, at 
this time a party of motorists composed 
of Inspector Angus, Sergeants MoWalter, 
Grant and. Watt, arrived on the scene and 
rendered first Hid to Lieut. Sykes, whom 
they bandaged up as well as possible. 
Bergeant MeKelvic, of the Shatin Police, 
was sont on a motorcycle to Kowloon to 
tetoh Dr. Lindsay Woods, while the in- 
jured were put into the motor-car, which 
proceeded in the same direction. Half 
way the party were met by Dr. Lindsay 
Woods, who applied some restoratives and 
then had Licut. Sykes and tho chauffour 
removed to the Government Civil Hoa 
pital. Mr. and Mra, MoKay preferred to 
8o home, as their injuries were slight.
